Washington, September 30.— 
American business conditions im- 
proved decidedly during September 
in the view of the federal reserve 
board which made public tonight a 
distinctly optimistic review of con- 
ditions for the month. Important 
changes for the better were seen 
in the credit situation, “distinct en- 
couragement”.in many basic _ busi- 
ness lines and strong liquidation, 
indicating increased ability of busi- 
ness to settle its accounts. 

The “wholesome improvement” 
which -the board’s correspondents 


,found in almost every section, ap- 


peared to have been based largely 
on the advance in cotton puiices. 
As a result of the higher cotton 
values, liquidation has taken place 


‘and wholesale and retai)] trade has 


been buoyed: up, the: reports said. 
Marked improvement in the cred- 


tt situation was cited by the re- 


view as the noteworthy feature of 
month, the 
board declaring that “taken al! in 
all, from a financia] standpoint, the 
month has been in the main a peri- 
od of distinct encouragement.” 
Employment, Conditions. 

The board noted only @ slight in- 
crease. in employment in the thir- 
ty days, but, added that while the 
end of the harvesting and crop 
movement season might ténd to in- 
crease the number of unemployed, 
this was likely to be offset by a 
growth in demand for labor on the 

“Railroads have begun. to in- 
crease the number of their em- 
ployees to some extent, especially 
in the far west,” the review con- 
tinued, “and the fact that building 
contracts have reached a record 
figure for this year promises par- 
tial employment in that service 
during the autumn.” 

There has been a steady and rea- 
sonably heavy movement of agri- 
culture products to distributing and 
export centers, the board reported. 
Prices of most of these have ad- 
Vanced to an: extent, although a 
drop in live stock quotations was 
attributed to local marketing con- 
ditions. 

Textiles aiiiee. 
Textile manufacturing has been 


well sustained during the month, 
the board’s agents said, adding that 
the boot and shoe industry had 
been notably active. 

Some hesitancy still was noted 
on the part of distributers to place 
large orders, but to offset this, 
large seasonal Increases in certain 
lines of wholesale trades were re- 
ported, coupled with ordets for 
stock replacement. 

Improvement als® was seen in 
the amount of cargo offered for 
shipment to foreign ports. The 
available tonnage was said to re- 
main, however, reatly in excess 
of requirement with the result that 
ocean freight rages continued sub- 
stantially unchanged.

London a certainty dnd made it an 
equal certainty that there will be 
na reversion to war in Ireland une- 
less the conference fails in its pure 
pose. ¥ 

As’ Lioyd-George, in his final coma 
munication to the Irish leader swept 
away all conditions and all “expla- 
tions,” which would throw the 
slightest obstacle in the way of 
the conference, so De Valera, in 
replying, confined himself to a brief 
and simple acceptance of the invle 
tation to meet the premier “to ascer. 
tertain how the association of Ire- 
land with the community of nations 
known as the British empire, can 
best be reconciled with Irish na- 
tional aspirations."

trade. We cannot shake our tet 
at foreign business men and ex- 
pect them to become profitable cus- 
tomers. 

Tragedy of Injustice. 

“And in the third place it is a 
tragedy of injustice to the Ameri- 
can consumer, wha must pay, un- 
der the arbitrary rulings of pro- 
tective appraisers, often two or 
three hundred per cent more than 
they must now pay for imported 
goods under the Underwood tariff. 

“It is a bold highway hold-up of 
the American consumer—a legisla- 
tive robbery so: glaring that, irre- 
spective of political lines, a wave 
of protest is going up from com- 
mercial and civic bodies all over 
America. , 

“IT hope the volume of this pro- 
test will mean the final defeat of 
this iniquitous measure.” 

It was also sald by the speak- 
ers that all inland ports will be 
abolished by the American vaula- 
tion plan and that special apprais- 
ers, appointed by the protection- 
ists, will have full power at each 
boundary port to value all imported 
goods as they see fit.

GEORGE INVITATION 
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long warfare between England and 
Ireland is approaching an end. 
Lloyd-George’s attempt at concilia- 
tion has reached further limits than 
any previous attempt, and Ireland 
has been offered more than any 
British government has ever offer- 
ed her before. 

A solution depends upon two 
things: Will De Valera accept al- 
leBiance to the empire and the con- 
ditions of a “military” union with 
Great Britain. upon being allowed 
the type of home rule enjoyed by 
other Brtlish colonies such as Aus- 
tralia, South Africa and Canada? 
Will Lloyd-George, having reached 
an agreement with De Valera, find: 
it possible to reconcile the inter- 
ests of Ulster and those of south- 
ern Jreland without taking away 
from Ulster her new-found preroga- 
tives under the present. home rule 
act, and without enraging the Ul- 
sterites? 

Ulster Is Obstacle. 

While the Irish leaders have con- 
sistently called Ireland a republic 
and refused to admit allegiance to 
the king or empire. De Valera has 
more than once signified his readi- 
ness to make Ireland “a member of 
the British empire,” provided Ire- 
land became such a member on her 
— initiative and of her own free 
will. 

The problem of Ulster is one of 
the Obstacles in the way of com- 
plete understanding. but it is sig- 
nificant that within recent weeks 

Uisterite leaders, particularly 
Sir James Craig, premier, have 
either. toned down their attitude 
Or lapsed into silence .on the ques- 
tion. Sinn Fein, meanwhile, has 
more than once enuncieted the prin- 
ciple that Ulster shall not be co- 
erced.

ING ON GAS 
RATES POSTPONED 


Following representations made 
by the Georgia Railway and Power 
company through H. M. Atkineon. 
chairman of the board of directors, 
Preston S, Arkwright. president, 
and Luther Z. Rosser, attorney, the 
state railroad commission riday 
postponed its scheduled hearing of 
a citatiOn issued to the company to 
show eause why its gas rates shon!d 
not be revised. The case wae called 
at 10 o’clock Friday morning as 
scheduled and after the request for 
a continuance was made the railroad 
commission, by unanimous vote, 
agreed to postpone the hearing until 
October 31 to give the company suf- 
ficient time to prepare its caee. 

Long statements setting forth in 
full the company’s reasons for seek- 
ing a continuance were submitted 
by President Arkwright and Attor- 
ney Rosser. Mr. Atkinson made a 
verbal request for a postponement 
declaring that he had been in the 
east conferring with financiers rel- 
ative to obtaining funds to come 
plete developments on the Tugaloo 
river and had hastened home when 
he heard that the commission had 
declined last Monday to postpone 
the casée. 

Conference Interrupted. 

“JT have not even had time to read 
the statemenes prepared by Mr. Ark- 
wrigat and Mr. Rosser,” Mr. Atkin- 
son said. “When the commission is- 
sued its rule nisi ‘equiring the 
company to show cause why the gas 
rates should not be revised I was in 
the east negotiating with bankers to 
raise money to pay the floating in- 
debtedness of the company and to 
complete the Tugaloo river develop- 
ment, By appointment 1 met bank- 
ers last Monday morning and was in 
conference with them two days, I 
was hoping and expecting to receive 
word that the commissian had 
Rranted our request for a postpone- 
ment of this hearing. Instead of 
that I received a telegram while 
actualiy engaged in conference 
notifving me that the postponement 
had been denied. J terminated the 
negotiations and caught the first 
train for Atlanta for the purpose of 


coming here to plead wit! the com- 
mission to give us 
to prepare the evidence We are en- 
titled to aubmit and which 1 feel the 
commission is duty bound to consid- 
er before Our zas rates are reduced.” 

Following the plea of Mr. Atkin- 
son the commission held a short 
executive session and 
that the postponement had 
Sranted by unanimous vote, 

The plea of the company also Was 
based on the contention that the 
appraisa] of the properties of the 
company by the commission was too 
low. It was contended that the 
company has Jost more than $1,600,- 
000 during the last four. years on 
this appraisa!. In granting the con- 
tinuance the railrord commission 
instructed the company officiais to 
file the appraisal and inventory of 
properties as soon as possible be- 
fore the date of the hearing. 

Carl F. Hutcheson, attorney 
the Junior Order of American Me- 
chanics, at the beginning of the 
hearing complained that he had re- 
ceived no notice of the session. Sev- 
era) weeks ago he had filed a re- 
quest with the commission askifg 
behalf of the junior order that 
in gas, electric 
light and street railwav rates. Chair- 
man Candler told Mr. Hutcheson 
that this hearing was not held be- 
cause of the request made by the 
junior order but was called on the. 
commission’s initiative. He eaid it 
Wus n hearing solely to consider the 
Bas rates. He said the commission 
would antertain a motion for a hear- 
ing on the junior order petition, 

Dr. Huff iu Case. 

Attorney Hutcheson then told the 
commission he probably would have 
to leave before the hearing was over 
and that in that case he would be 
represented by Dr. L. H. Huff, Chair- 
man Candler said he had heard from 
Dr. Huff through the newspapers but 
would submit the request to the 
other members of the commission 
at the proper time and be guided 
by thelr decieton. . 

“Proper revenue for the gas com- 
pany will assist the electric power 
development and that in turn will 
mean cheaper electricity. When we

Valuation of Propertics. 

In the main the statement of Mr. 
Rosser referred to tne valuation of 
the properties of the gas company. 
It Was contended that the commis- 
sion had never fixed a valuation 
which was really what is known 
as a “fair’’ valuation and that in 
fixing sucn valuations the commis- 
sion always has adhered to a mini- 
mum ‘valuation in fixing the com- 
pany'’s rate. Attention was called 
to the report of the commission’s 
own expert. Professor Riggs, in 
which the valuation was fixed at 
*6,200,000, while the commission 
based its rates on a valuation of 
$4,500,000.

“at least one fair valuation” to be 
determined by expert appraisals and 
and by reports of auditors. The 
commission was urged to employ its 
own experts, to put thein ander oat 
and to give the company the right 
to cross-examine them. The com- 
pany aiso asked for permission to 
employ experts. 

“This motion, your honor,” said 
Attorney Rosser in conclusion, “is 
not ade for the purpose of delay 
but- Por the purpose of giving tne 
company and the commission suffi- 
cient time to arrive at a fair valua- 
tion of the gas property. A post- 
ponement of thirty days would not 
be unusual but would be customary. 
It would be very much less time 
than the commission has usually 
taken before it granted relief to the 
company in previous cases. It would 
be no injustice to the public because 
the company has lost in the last 
four years approximately $1,000,000, 
even on the basis of the commis- 
éions’s ‘minimum valuation.’ ” 

Plea for More Time. 


Mr. Arkwright then told the com- 
mission that the company had made 
every effort to prepare its evidence 
within the ten days allowed it by 
the commission, but said the case 
simply could not be prepared in that 
time. 

“We have worked night and day 
and have done our best, practically 
dropping all other business in order 
to be ready for this hearing, but 
it has been eimply impossible,” Mr. 
Arkwright said. “Not many montne 
ago, when the Georgia Railway and 
Power company applied to the com- 
mission for an increase in rates to 
meet an emergency that needed im- 
mediate relief, we were told that 
this commission never set down a 
case of such importance for a hear- 
ingiin less than thirty days.” 

Mr. Arkwright said to deny the 
company a continuance at this: time 
was equivalent to denying the com- 
pany a hearing, because, he said, it 
was out of the question for the com- 
pany to pfesent such evidence as it 
igs entitled to present. 

In conc!usion Mr. Arkwright said 
the earnings of the company on the 
commission’s minimum valuation are 
only per cent, and he said the 
commission had declared repeatedly 
that anything less than 8 per cent is 
not a fair return by law. Hé eald 
the company has lost more than

COST OF REMOVING 
ATLANTA GARBAGE 
LOW, SAYS REPORT 


Figures submitted to the board 
of health Friday afternoon by C. F. 
Jackson, chief clerk in the sanitary 


department, show that the average 


annual cost of collecting and dispos- 
ing of Atlanta's garbage is $2.02 9-10 
per ton. This ts declared to be @ 
low cost when the fact is considered 
that the department has but little 
motor equipment. 

Mr. Jackson compiled a statement 
showing in comprehensive detail] the 
operation of the department, and it 
will be used by Griffenhagen and 
Associates, industrial engineers and 
accountants, of Chicago, who are 
eonducting under Mayor Key's di- 
rection a eurvew of the city’s sys- 
tem of garbage collection, with the 
view of offering suggestions that 
will improve the department. 

The report showed that 216.435 
tons of garbage, trash and dirt is 
collected annually, and the garbage 
carts make the rounds of 43,732 
houses, which includes apartment 
houses, which are the homes of many 
families—one apartment house con- 
taining seventy-two, 

The bulk of the garbage is remov- 
ed by the city’s mule-drawn dump 
carte. 117 in number. Five motor 
trreks are in service. 

Chief Jentzen told the hoard that 
motorization of the aepartment 
would solve the @ifficulty of keep- 
ing the garbage removed from the 
homes and would lower the cost of 
its removal. One motor truck re- 
centiv put into service in West End, 
he said, is collecting the garbace at 
over 800 homes daily and the num- 
her of calls would be increased to 
1.000, more than the work of four 
mule earts.
